A RAILWAY LEAGUE. 


The Managers Come to an Agree- 
ment on Overland Freights’ 


Portland and San Francisco Placed on a Level 
) a8 Terminal Points—Points of the | 
Agreement Reached. 
San Francisco, Sep. 26.—The rail- 
road managers of lines west of the Mis- 
souri river, at to-day’s meeting practi- 
cally closed their labors by the adoption 
of an agreement in substance, which is 


as follows: 


Portland and San Francisco are to be 
common points, taking the same rates 
to and from the East. The Northern 
Pacific is to make the same through 
rates to San Francisco, via Portland, 
that other roads make to San Francisco 
direct—and the latter are to make the 
same through rates to Portland via San 
Francisco that the Northern Pacific 
makes to Portland direct. All lines are 
to maintain the present regular rates, 
except as modifications may hereafter be 
mutually agreed upon. A commissioner 
is to be appointed and empowered to 
settle all disputed points and enforce a 
penalty on any company violating the | 
agreement. The Northern Pacific is 
given some advantages north of the Cal- 
ifornia State line, to points other than 
Portland and Astoria, and the other 
lines are given corresponding advan- 
tages to points in California other than 
San Frédncisco. The agreement goes 
into effert on the first of next month, 
aud expires by limitation December 31, 
1884, but is terminable any time on 
ninety days’ notice from any of the com- 
panies. No commissioner was selected, 
but the appointment is to be made as soon 
as possible. It isthe opinion of rail- 
road managers, outside of the North- 
ern Pacific representatives, that the 
practical working of the arrangement is 
to confine the Northern Pacific to its 
own territory, as that road cannot afford 
to pay water freights between Portland 
and San Francisco, which under the 
agreement it will be obliged to do, and 
in addition, to break bulk at Portland, 
if they seek to divert business to and 
from California from the old-overland 
routes. 

No changes have been made in through 
rates; that is tosay, the Northern Pa- 
cific have adopted the same rates for 
through freight to Portland as those 
which have been in existénce on the 
other roads from the East to San Fran- 
cisco. The question of control of the 
Atlantic and Pacific was not raised, 
an understanding on this _ point 
having been previously reached between 
the Southern Pacific and Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe roads; who between 
them hold nearly<all the stock. The 
roads Outside of the Northern Pacific 
will among themselves continue ‘to 
maintain the same proportion of distri- 
bution of through earnings that has 
hitherto existed.

IMPORTED F RUITS, 


The Alta California remarks that 
‘the importation of Mediterranean 
fruits is something of interest to Gali- 
fornia because it gauges the extent of 
the demand which our orchardists ex- 
pect to eventually meet with home 
products. So long as millions of dol- 
lars are annually «sent out of the 
- country in payment for Mediterranean 
raisins, figs, prunes, nuts. oranges, 
lemons and olives, the fruit-growers 
of California can feel free from anx- 
lety lest they overdo the business in 
thos¢ lines. There is no fruit that has 
been more .profitable in California 
for a series of years past than prunes, 
and yet the quantity produced here is 
but a drop in the bucket compared with 
_the quantity imported. For the fiscal 
y 82the value of the importation 
of/prunes was $3,083,966 10, or about 

lf as much as the value of the total 
fruit crop of California. 
been an enormous increase in the con- 
sumption of dried prunes among the 
poorer classes in the Eastern States, 
and it is said the demand shows a 
great advance every year in which 
there 1s a failure of the apple crop, as 
is the case this season. Apparently the 
production of prunes ean never be 
overdone in California. Turkey, Bo- 
hemia, Hungary and Moravia are the 
‘countries from which é6ur importation 
of prunes is principally made. Of rais- 
ins the importation last year was worth 
$3,260,035.74, or a little more than 


the value of the prunes imported _ 


It is universally admitted that the 
production of first-class raisins in this 
country cannot be overdone. Figs 
were imported last year to the value of 
$700,000. This is a fruit which it is 
very little trouble to grow, and which 
can be brought to as great perfection 
here as in any part of the world. 
Other fruits were imported last year 
.to the following extent: Currants, 


$1,388,886; dates, $218,564; grapes, 
green and dried, $700,000; lemons 


and oranges, $5,477,796; nuts, $1,- 
060,000. Here is a total of nearly 
$16,000,000 paid for foreign fruits, 
all of which, except perhaps dates, 
can be produced equally well in 
this country.” Of the fruits enumer- 
ated above, Los Angeles county pro- 
duces'all save the-date. Currants are 
not grown to such an extent as to 
make them an article of commerce of 
any note, but all the other varieties 
-mamed are grown in large quantities. 
The raisin industry of the county and 
adjacent districts is steadily assuming 
large dimensions. 


To show the enormous bulk of our 
annual fruit shipments to other por- 


tions of ourcountry, reference is had | 


to.a dispatch printed elsewhere in to- 
day’s Times. The ‘present year’s 
shipments of California fruits to the 
East aggregate about 12,000 tons—an 
increase of over eight hundred per 
cent. in two years! Los Angeles shows 
the greatest increase, haying already 
shipped over four times as much fruit 
as during the corresponding period last 
year. This is truly a tall plume in 
this county’s cap. 


THE effects of protecting home in- 
dustries in developing the natioh 1s 
seen in the fact that the total value of 
the exports of merchandise from the 
United States increased from’ $28},- 
950,899 during the year ended June 
30, 1868, to $823,805,810 during the 
year ended June 30, 1883, and the 
value of the imports of merchandise 
into the United States increased dur- 
ing the same period from $357,436,440 
to $723,122,666. If this ratio is kep 
up for another fifteen years the com- 
merce of the United States will be 


nearly $2,200,000,000 annually. The 
more protection the greater prosperity.

The mysterious murder of Henry C. 
Amadon still continues to excite great 
public interest, and, while there were no 
startling devefopments yesterday, there 
is no doubt that the chain of evidence 
is drawing closer and closer around the 
real criminals. There were Dumberless 
tmmors abouthe streets yesterday, one 
of the most prominent being that Bil- 
lings had turned State’s evidence against

affair. Investigation at police head- 
quarters, however, showed that this 
rumor has, as yet, no foundation, and 
both the suspected parties, Billings and 
Forster, are still confined in jail. 

The general opmion is that John 
Forster is the most deeply implicated 
in the terrible crime, and that the wo- 
man and her brother Brown, ‘slias Bil- 
lings, are nearly as deep in the mire. 
This impression concerning Mrs. Ama- 
don was believed to be so well founded 
that a complaint, charging her with be- 
ing accessory to the erime, was actually | , 
sworn out, but not served, as she has 
two young children andis so slonely 
watched that she cannot escape, 

Henry C. Amadon had $1000 insu- 
rance on his life in the Fireman’s 
Brotherhood, beinga benefit payable to 
his wife in cause of his death. It is 
hinted that this circumstance was very 

well known both by Forster and Mrs. 
Amadon, and may have influenced their 
action. Amadon’s dues to the Society 
were, however, in arrears, and the 
Brotherhood does not intend that the 
woman shall have any portion of the 
benetit, but are willing to provide for 
the children. In regard to the testi- 
mony concerning the pistol found, quite 
a number of railroad men deny that the 
weapon exhibited ever 


belon to Am- 
adon; that he was undoubtedly unarm- 
-|ed, and the pistol foundin the street 


was thrown there, with two cartridges 
out of it, to create a belief thut Amadon 
fired two shots. 
The mother of Mrs. Amadon has 
kept for several years a house of ill-fame 
at Anaheim, and her daughter was reared 
in the midst of the most evil associa- 
tions. Contradictory reports are circu- 
lated concerning the relations between 
Amadon and his wife. and the truth of 
the matter is hard to reach.

Foul Water at che Normal School, 
A TIMEs reporter was yesterday shown 

a specimen of city water drawn from one 
of the faucets at the Normal School. 
The specimen contains several clusters 
of fresh water alge, all of which are 
alive with small leeches, and a number 


of other larv® of insects. The water is 
very cloudy and is full of microscopic 
‘infusoria. Unwholesome as this water 
is, the supply is very meagre—wholly 
inadequate, so the school officials say. 
The two upper floors get none at all, the 
first floor only after seven o’clock p. m., 
and the basement about three-fourths of 
the time during the very warm weather. 
So there are several hours a day that 
there is absolutely no waterin a building 
with over 325 pupils. There are also 
about 25 separate water closet basins 
which are constantly in use. Taking 
these facts into consideration, the 
Health Officer ought to at once look 
into the matter and demand that the 
building be properly supplied with wa- 
ter, or know the reason why. From 
what can be learned this condition of 
affairs has existed ever since the school 
has been established. Why? .
